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UL City Council Turns 
Down Chief Parks' 
Appeal To Keep Job 

In a vote along 
racial lines, the Los 
Angeles City Coun- 
cil rejected Police 
Chief Bernard C. 
Parks' bid for a sec- 
ond five-year term. 

Parks, the city's 
second Black chief, 
called the decision by 
the civihEin Police Commission to reject 
his second term bid politically motivat- 
ed. The 15-member City Comicil could 
have overturned the decision by the 
five-member commission (with a 10-5 
vote), but failed in a vote of 11-3. All 
three votes came fi'om the Black mem- 
bers of the coimcil. 

The Police Commission had voted 
to deny Parks another term by a 4-1 
vote with the lone Black member cast- 
ing the vote to retain him. 

Parks, a 37-year veteran of the 
LAPD, addressed the City Council for 
more than an hour, lashing out at 
Mayor James Hahn and the Police 
Union for what he called a conspira- 
cy to prevent his reappointment. 

He told the L.A. Times: "It's disap- 
pointing when you've offered so much 
and you've grown up in a department 
in which merits are important, and 
then find out that those merits get 
redefined and then actually ignored." 

Parks, 58, has not said what his 
next move will be, but he has con- 
tracted famed attorney Gloria Allred 
and reportedly is weighing a lawsuit 
against the city.

Groups Delusc FCC Vfith Demands For New EEO Rules 



In a bold approach, a coalition of 
45 national organizations urged the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion to enact new meaningftil equal 
employment opportunity regulations. 

Sponsored by the Minority Media 
and Telecommunications Council, the 
action represented "the largest and 
broadest coalition of nonprofit orga- 
nizations" ever to file comments in an 
FCC rule-making proceeding. 

The groups include most of the civ- 
il rights organizations, all five of the 
national organizations of minority 



journalists, both national organiza- 
tions of minority publishers, most 
national organizations of media and 
telecommunications professionals and 
scholars, as well as the nation's largest 
religious organizations, the nation's 
largest organization of minority 
lawyers, all of the nation's indepen- 
dent minority controlled broadcast 
training schools and both of the 
nation's trade organizations repre- 
senting minority-owned broadcasters. 

The rule-making proceeding was 
begun last year after the D.C. Court 
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of Appeals struck down the FCC 
EEO regulations. 

In concluding the argument, the 
coalition noted "there would never 
have been a me£iningful equal oppor- 
tunity program in mass media with- 
out Dr. Benjamin L. Hooks, the first 
Black FCC Commissioner." 

The report said, "The only true 
orator ever to serve on the FCC and 
probably one of the most gifted 
speakers of the 20th century. Dr. 
Hooks often brought audiences to 
their feet with applause as he ex- 




pounded with deep 
passion on the 
need for equal 
opportimity in the 
media and telecom 

Benjamin Hooks industries. 
"In 1977, Dr. Hooks was poised to 
become Chairman of the FCC. 
Instead, to the surprise of most of us 
in the FCC's world, Dr. Hooks chose 
instead to take a cut in pay and 
become Executive Director of the 
NAACP, where he served with dis- 
tinction for 19 years." 



Thomas Jefferson Family Proposes Separate 
Cemetery For Slave Descendants 



Heirs of the early U.S. president 
Thomas Jefferson are proposing the 
creation of a separate cemetery on the 
grounds of his estate, Monticello, for 
the descendants of slave Sally Hem- 
ings, but they aren't ready to let her 
offspring into the family association. 

A Hemings descendant said that 
the proposal is just another exEimple 
of separate but unequal. 

"Nothing's changed in 200 years, 
has it?" Julia Westerinen of New York 
City said after hearing the Monticel- 
lo Association membership advisory 
committee's recommendation. 

"They're still saying the same 
thing: You've got to sit in the back of 
the bus," she added. 

Hemings' descendants have been 
trying for years to gain official recog- 
nition that the nation's third presi- 
dent fathered at least some of Hem- 
ings' children. Their argument was 
bolstered in 1998, when DNA tests 



found that a male in Jefferson's fami- 
ly fathered Hemings' last child, Eston. 

A 24-page report by the family 
committee, however, concluded that 
there is not sufficient evidence to 
prove Eston Hemings' lineal descent 
from Jefferson, a strict requirement 
for admission and for burial in the 
family plot at Monticello. 

The Jefferson heirs own only the 
half-acre family plot at Monticello 
and could not on their own create a 
second graveyard on the grounds of 
the estate. Instead, they would have 
to request that the foundation that 
now owns Monticello set aside land. 

While the committee said it could 
not recommend the Hemings' inclu- 
sion in the Monticello Association, it 
suggested the family create an um- 
brella organization for the slaves and 
others who built Monticello and 
allowed Jefferson to accomplish his 
great deeds. 
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"We can not change or reinvent his- 
tory," reads the report. "We c£in, how- 
ever, embrace what we know and 
assign credit where credit is due or 
long overdue." 

The new group, which the commit- 
tee suggests calUng FamiUes of Jef- 
ferson's Monticello, would be open to 
anyone who could prove descent from 
one of the slaves or artisans who 
worked at the plantation during Jef- 
ferson's life, or anyone who lived on 
the plantation at that time. 

Some on the White side of the Jef- 
ferson family even oppose the sugges- 
tion, saying the committee went 



beyond its mandate for reasons of 
political correctness. 

However, Lucian Truscott IV, a 
Jefferson descendant who caused a 
furor three years ago when he invited 
Hemings' descendants to the annual 
family gathering at Monticello, said 
the Jefferson family could be missing 
a historic opportunity. 

"They want the Hemingses to give 
up and all the Monticello reimions to 
go back to being sort of country-club 
Republican White guys in blue blaz- 
ers sitting aroimd drinking on the 
lawn," said Truscott. "And that's not 
going to happen."

A Absence does make the heart grow 
fonder because you miss what's no longer 
there, says the Rev. Dr. Sheron Patterson. 
Absence can also be a time to work on self. 



John £ind Karen had been in a com- 
mitted relationship for a year when 
their happy union began to unravel. 

Convinced it would prove useless to 
repair the damaged relationship, espe- 
cially since the same issues kept crop- 
ping up, the two decided to part ways. 

Three weeks after the breakup, the 
two began to have a change of heart. 
They could hardly stand another sec- 
ond apart. But hadn't they decided 
that the breakup was for the best 
since the same issues were at the core 
of their problems? Shouldn't they have 
been happy apart? Or was this a case 
of absence making the heart grow 
fonder? Could that notion bear truth?

"It's totally true. Absence makes 
the heart more focused and more for- 
tified," says the Rev. Dr. Sheron C. 
Patterson, senior pastor of Dallas' St. 
Paul United Methodist Church and 
co-host of "Inspirations Across the 
Metroplex," a gospel music and rela- 
tionship talk show aired in Dallas. 

Couples should practice spending 
time apart she says. "Some people 
think that being together all the time 
is healthy, but you're smothering each 
other and losing your identity. It can 
become imbalanced and have some 
negative consequences. You must 
keep your individuality in a relation- 
ship. Both mates should be able to 
stand on their own two feet." 

Time apart will also allow a person 
to work on self-definition. 

"It gives you downtime," explains 
Patterson. "It gives you time to think 
and reflect on self And it gives you 
time to reflect on that person fi'om a 
distance. You shouldn't be afi*aid of 
that person's absence or that he or she 
will cheat. If a person is going to cheat, 
he or she will do it regardless. If you're 
gdraid of this happening, you should- 
n't be with that person anyway. 

'*When you're away fi*om a mate, it 
gives you time to assess the relation- 
ship. You can take some time to pull 
back and take an honest look. When 
you're close to that person, you can't 
accurately reflect. Things are best 
determined fi'om a distance and time 
of absence." 

There is truth to the cliche, "You 
don't miss your water until your well 
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▲ Dr. Ronn Elmore says that people love 
what they lack, which is why absence 
makes the heart grow fonder. 'You don't 
miss your water until your well runs dry." 



runs dry," says relationship therapist 
Dr. Ronn Ebnore. For this reason, he 
agrees that absence does make the 
heart grow fonder. 

"(Xir human nature is such that we 
often don't reflect on just how much 
we have to appreciate about our mates 
until we are deprived of their pres- 
ence," says Elmore, author of How To 
Love A Black Man. "It's the holes that 
are left when we are apart from 
them-their companionship, the easy 
rapport, the way they laugh at our 
jokes or encourage our spirits or sim- 
ply the way they look when they say 
our names. 

"We enjoy these benefits when our 
mates are around and can easily take 
them for granted because we have 

uninterrupted access to them. When 
our mates are absent, we quickly no- 
tice the loss and may appreciate them

more than ever. In other words, we 
tend to love what we lack." 

Elmore says it's not difficult to fig- 
ure out when absence has truly made 
the heart grow fonder; the feeling can't 
be mistaken for loneliness. 

'When absence has truly made the 
heart grow fonder, one's desire is 
exclusively for the now-absent lover. 
It is that person and that person alone 
who is deeply missed and deeply 
yearned for. Loneliness often feels 
quite the same, but is a more general- 
ized craving. Pure loneliness is a 
yearning for someone, but not neces- 
sarily the certain someone who is no • 
longer there." 

Greorge Davis, author of Soul 
Vibrations, believes that absence can 
make the heart grow fonder, but it can 
also give you a sense of your own beau- 
ty and strength. 

"Sometimes when somebody is 
around you, you lose a sense of that," 
explains Davis, who also is a profes- 
sor of English at Rutgers University. 
"With that renewed sense of your 
beauty and strength, you can either go 
back to that relationship with more or I 
you can go back to that relationship 
knowing that you want more out of 
yourself. You might decide to try a dif- 
ferent lifestyle or date someone else." 

Davis says that men look around 
to see what might look better or what 
they might want to try. It's "in the 
nature," he says. 

And men are often the ones whose 
hearts grow fonder in the absence of a 
loved one, says Davis. "Men might 
take a person for granted when that 
person is around. But when that per-

son is not around, they will think 
about those qualities that they miss. 
The hunger for those qualities grows 
and grows and grows." 

Keeping the relationship new is 
something couples should do as a way 
of deterring a mate's attention from 
waning. "If people don't keep the rela- 
tionship new, someone might take it 
for granted. There might be some dis- 
tance created. When the absence is 
there, the heart grows fonder because 
you no longer have a situation you can 
take for granted. You feel what you 
miss a lot more." 

Time apart from your mate should- 
n't always spell the end, says Elmore. 
Distance could strengthen your imion. 

"It can be one of the most enriching 
things you can do for your relationship. 
It makes you reflect on the good thing 
you've got. It makes you appreciate."

His 
first novel, The Beach Umbrella and 
Other Stories, won the Iowa School of 
Letters Award for short fiction. 

He began his career as a Chicago 
lawyer. Later he served as a member 
of the Illinois Commerce Commission. 
As a member for 23 years, it was the 
longest tenure in the agency's history. 

The Noblesville, IN, native also 
was professor emeritus of English at 
Northwestern University. He joined 
the faculty in 1973 as professor of 
Afi:ican-American Studies and Eng- 
lish. Two years later Colter was 
named chair of the department of 
Afiican-American Studies; he was the 
first Black person to hold an endowed 
chair. The following year he was 
named the Chester D. Tripp Professor 
of himianities.

High lev- 
els of fat, sugar and salt in certain 
snacks not only can cause weight gain, 
but can lead to high blood pressure, 
heart disease, stroke and other health 
problems. Find low-fat, lower-calorie 
versions of your favorite snacks. 
Instead of fried potato and com chips 
or extra-buttery popcorn, opt for 
baked chips, rice cakes, low-salt pret- 



zels, air-popped popcorn or crunchy, 
fi'esh veggies like carrots, cucumbers 
and celery. Substitute salsa for 
creamy and cheesy dips. Go for frozen 
yogurt and sherbet instead of ice 
cream. 

• Satisfy your sweet tooth with 
fruit. Candy, cookies and cakes are 
full of empty calories. When you need 
a sugar fix, fill up on fruits. But don't 
limit yourself to apples, oranges and 
bananas. Treat your taste buds to 
exotic delights like mangos, kiwis and 
pomegranates.

April 29, 1992— 

Los Angeles Riots. On this day, a jury in Simi Valley, CA, acquitted 
four Los Angeles police officers accused in the videotaped beating of Rod- 
ney King, which provided the catalyst that set off rioting, looting and the 
burning of South Central Los Angeles and other areas in the country. The 
anger unleashed during and after the insurrection was attributed to wide- 
spread racism, lack of job opportunities and the resulting hopelessness 
of inner-city poverty. Over 9,000 law enforcement and mihtary person- 
nel were called in to impose a dusk-'til-dawn curfew. Once the civil imrest 
subsided, it left more than 50 people dead, over 4,000 injured, 12,000 
arrested, and $1 biUion in property damage. 

May 1, 1950— 

< Poet Gwendolyn Brooks became the first Black 
winner of the Pulitzer Prize on this day when her vol- 
ume of poetry, Annie Allen (1949), won for best book 
of poetry. Brooks graduated from Wilson Junior Col- 
lege in Chicago in 1936. She was the state's Poet 
Laureate for 16 years and poetry consultant to the 
Library of Congress. Some of her best-known 
works include A S^reef in Bronzeville (1945) and 
Maud Martha (1953). Her many honors included 
the American Academy of Arts and Letters 
Award (1946), a National Endowment for the Arts 
Senior Fellowship for Literature (1989) and a Ufe- 
time achievement award. Brooks received the 
National Book Foundation's medal for Distin- 
guished Contribution to American Letters in 1994. 
She also published two autobiographical works. 
Report from Part One (1972) and Report from Part Two 
(1995). Brooks was bom in Topeka, KS. She died of can- 
cer in her Chicago home on December 3, 2000. 

May 3, 1948— 

The Supreme Court ruled in the case Shelley v. Kraemer that fed- 
eral and state courts could not enforce restrictive covenants which barred 
persons from owning or occupying property because of their race. It fiir- 
ther stated that imposing penalties or depriving parties of substantive 
rights without providing adequate notice and an opportunity to defend 
themselves was a denial of their constitutional rights.

called for a lot of scarring, might throw 
a lot of his fans off. 

"Nubians had long used scarifica- 
tion to accent their look-as some do 
today," said make-up designer Jeff 
Dawn. "They take blades, cut the skin 
and introduce an impurity like ash or 
dirt into the woimd. The resulting 
scars leave a bumpy pattern on the 
face and head. We added a wild top- 
knot hair piece that really gave his 
character a menacing visage." 

Reportedly, the Rock was paid 



more than $5 million for the role. 
That's a far cry from where he was six 
years ago when he was cut from Cal- 
gary in the Canadian Footbedl League 
and ended up dead broke. 

The native CEdifomian, now 29, is 
the offspring of a Black father and a 
Samoan mother. He wasn't on the 
skids for very long. In 1996, his 6-foot- 
4, 270-pound frame enabled him to get 
the attention of the World Wrestling 
Federation and he became part of 
their Survivor Series. Suddenly, he 
was close to being a household name. 
"I am humbled by the opportunity and 
I feel so lucky," he said reflecting.
